Italy’s invading forces have as one of their main objectives in 
Ethiopia the single track railroad which ex tends for 500 miles from 
the French seaport of Djibouti to the capital of Ethiopia, .Addis 
Ababa. 
Started in 1897, the road was hot completed until 1917. 
Delays encountered because of wild tribesmen who molested workers 
and difficulties resulting from the protracted rainy season made it 
an engineering feat of importance. 
Dirre-Daoua is the midway 
station on the line which is Ethiopia's main outlet to the sea. 
Although a monopoly, the road has never proved profitable becau.-te 
most of the territory it tra* jr.-os is barren unpopulated wasteland.

The United Slates is go ing to learn a good deal 
abo ut sanctions In the near future 
The world, itself, 
Is 
unfamiliar. 
Fo rmally 
defined, sanctions 
are 
“ co erciv e interv entio n annex ed to a v io latio n o f the 
law as a means o f enfo rcing the law.” Simply de­ 
fined. sanctio ns are merely punishments. 
Parents 
use sanctio ns when they refuse to giv e Jo hnny mo ney 
to go to a mo v ie and buy 
an ice cream so da because 
he do esn’t eat his sp inach . 
Hie simple definitio n is the useful o ne fo r under­ 
standing what the majo rity o f members o f the League 
o f Natio ns are go ing to try to do to Italy fo r inv ading 
Ethio pia. 
In effect, 
they 
hav e 
agreed to 
p unish 
Italy fo r disregarding (heir co llectiv e agreement re­ 
garding war. 
The terms o f the punishment are 
so mewhat v ague. Thus, Oreat Britain punished Italy 
last Thursday night by refusing to transmit a 
broad­ 
cast fro m Italy to the United States. 
In that case, 
punishment resembles clo sely a mo v e to 
keep the 
United States fro m getting Italy ’s v iewpo int, with this 
co untry 's po pulatio n as an 
inno cent 
v ictim 
The 
British, apparently , 
hav e 
lo st 
no ne o f the skill 
which enabled them to co ntro l American o pinio n In 
the first stages o f the Wo rld war. 
There are two kinds 
o f 
sanctio ns, po sitiv e and 
negativ e. 
The latter kind will be emplo y ed first. 
Italy will be denied priv ileges which It wo uld enjo y 
under o rdinary circumstances. 
Tire 
fo rmer 
kind, 
v astly mo re 
dangero us, 
wo uld 
entail 
the use o f 
military fo rce against Italy . 
If It beco mes necessary 
to use fo rce, Euro pe pro bably will go to war. 
Italy 
has warned that It will retaliate If military sanc­ 
tio ns are applied. 
It Is plain, therefo re, that sanctio ns are full o f 
co nsequences, no t all 
o f 
them 
beneficial by any 
means. Up to a certain po int. Italy might be pun­ 
ished fo r inv ading Ethio pia with safety . Past a cer­ 
tain po int, punishment 
beco mes 
persecutio n and, 
therefo re, a challenge to pride. 
There is a time fo r 
mo deratio n and co mpro mise in dealing o ut punish­ 
ment. No thing can be gained by driv ing the v ictim 
Into a co rner. 
Italians believ e they are being treated unjustly 
They are angry and hurt. Naturally , they are unable 
to see any Justice in what is being do ne fo r the pur­ 
po se o f prev enting them fro m carry ing o ut their 
plan in Africa. 
If sanctio ns are actually applied, tt 
will be o nly a sho rt time until Italy will be harbo ring 
a co nv ictio n o f persecutio n. 
The nex t step wo uld 
be a decisio n to fight back 
Italy ’s co nceptio n o f It­ 
self as a marty r might be shared, furthermo re, by 
o ther go v ernments -Germany , Austria and Hungary , 
fo r Instance. 
The pro spect suggests that sanctio ns, 
ho wev er no ble they may appear in theo ry , are po s­ 
sibly the easiest metho d Euro pe ev er has disco v ered 
to pick a fight.
